In the middle of March I 

recebyed a long, but interesting 
letter from a distinguished 
member of the Armenian 
Church who wrote: 
“Tt is my belief that our Pro- 
testant brethren have been 
downgraded..... and, further, 
that the Protestants feel it, 
and bear up with it in silence. 
I first became aware of the 
immense success of our Po- 
ghokagans when I did the movie on Armenians‘in America 
and found their attainments, and the calibre of the persons I 
met, out of proportion to their numbers .... You are Arme- 
nians without the political taints that bedevil many of us .... 
How many of us, for example, know that Saroyan is a Pogho- 
kagan? Incidentally, I do not like the word, and had pro- 
posed we use the word Reformist from now on....”’ 

The downgrading is done, often, in humor or subtle ways. 
Mostly, they arise out of ignorance of the community’s 
vision for Armenians or of its efforts on behalf of the na- 
tion. Two or three of the subtleties may be stated: (1) Ar- 
menian Evangelicals are not patriotic; (2) Armenian Evan- 
gelicals weakened the nation by dividing it; (3) Armenian 
Evangelicals are isolationists. These are not stated as malicious 
accusations, but such subtle-statements can misguide our 
Armenian leadership or public. It is necessary, therefore, to 
state the essential purpose of the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America: to unite; to be of assistance to all; 
to redeem; to bring love. It holds to the universal mission of 
Christ for the redemption of man, but works within the Ar- 
menian community almost entirely in order to serve the 
ethnic status first and foremost. 

The Association was founded and incorporated by the 
Armenian Evangelical community in the United States and 
is administered by Evangelicals, but its services are for ALL. 
It is as Armenian as anyone can be; it works for Armenian 
unity and solidarity as anyone can; it.serves all Armenian 
sectors more than anyone else, The founding body, the Ar- 
menian Evangelical Union of North America (AEU-NA), 
also serves ALL and one of its sincere prayers has been that 
unity may prevail in the total Armenian community. To that 
end it has been willing to be a catalyst, 

In chemistry, the word ‘‘catalyst” is defined as ‘‘a sub- 
stance, usually present in small amounts relative to the re- 
actants, that modifies, especially increases, the rate of a 
chemical reaction without being consumed in the process.”’ 
The AEU-NA and AMAA have made small and large efforts 
to bring about cooperation but because of the small size of 
the community, which is no more than 2 percent of the total 
Armenian population in the United States, the role of 
catalyst has been ineffectual to a great extent. It should be 
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noted, however, that in many areas Armenian pastors have 
been able to bring the ministers in the community together 
for certain specific functions. In one community, for in- 
stance, clergy representing the Etchmiadzin and Antelias 
Sees, and the Catholic and Protestant communities, were 
able to meet for lunch the first Monday of each month for 
Many years in order to share common problems, needs and 
opportunities in the community. In the same community, a 
united committee of 20 representatives from all the above 
religious communities have been functioning for more than 
15 years as a united front to undertake important Armenian 
national programs together. At one time, through the in- 
fluence of our Evangelical pastors, a three-day retreat was 
held when clergy of the Etchmiadzin and Antelias Sees as 
well as pastors of the Armenian Evangelical community 
shared studies together. These are the pleasant waters in 
which Armenian Evangelicals would like to swim and the 
smooth paths in which they want to walk. Then again, 
through the initiative of the Armenian Evangelicals, 
ecumenical discussions were started with the representatives 
from the Diocese of the Armenian Church. These lasted 
Over seven years and a final document was released indicating 
the area of practical cooperation. Unfortunately, however, 
no initiative has been taken by the Armenian Church Diocese 
to put into effect the recommendations of the ecumenical 
committee which the Evangelicals can’t do alone. 

The above should indicate that our Evangelical heart 
throbs happily when we are able to bring all elements 
together for the advancement of the Kingdom of God and 
the uplifting of our people. 


Walking in this same tradition, the AMAA has brought 
its share of ecumenical effort in many and sundry ways: 


1. In the Middle East, where the Association supports 30 
schools or more with substantial sums, and administers 
the Haigazian College through its Trustees in Los Ange- 
les with Dr. Rendel Levonian as Chairman, 80 percent of 
the student population are non-Evangelical Armenians. 
This service is rendered with love and commitment. 

2. The Armenian Missionary Association of America 
joined in a joint application with the AGBU and the Ar- 
menian Relief Society to obtain funds from the United 
States Government Agency for International Develop- 
ment. Because of the united appeal, the AID was led to 
assign $500,000.00 for Lebanon relief. 

3. Only recently, because of the concrete good news that a 
United Reconstruction Committee in Lebanon is 
working in a total united way, the A.M.A.A. released 
$40,000 to the.Committee called COMARES for use for 
the entire Armenian community needs. This is in addi- 
tion to about $180,000 provided this year for other needs 
of the Armenian Evangelical community, including the 
Haigazian College. 

4, Whenever there has been a call for action in a total way, 
the A.M.A.A. has brought its share and influence but re- 
fused to participate with one or the other group alone. 
This is more or less a standing policy of the Association. 


Let the world know that the Armenian Missionary As- 
sociation of America stands for total cooperation without, 
however, endangering its own important identity so that a 
Reform tradition is in existence. As stated earlier, it is within 
the essence of the AMAA’s purpose that it serve the total 
needs which are in line with the teachings of Christ who 


said: 

‘The Spirit of the Lord is upon me. 

He has anointed me to preach the Good News to the poor, 
He has sent me to proclaim liberty to the captives, 


And recovery of sight to the blind, 


To set free the oppressed. ”’ Luke 4:18 


I have the conviction that were the Catholicos of the Ar- 
menian Church at Etchmiadzin to issue an edict to the effect 
that the Armenian Evangelicals are part and parcel of the 
Armenian Church and are the Reformed Branch of the Ar- 
menian Church, the entire Armenian Evangelical world 
would accept that edict as a challenge to become a struc- 
tured part of the Armenian Church. When we use the word 
“Reformed Branch’? it is no accusation that the Armenian 
Church is not reformed. It is only in the sense that reforma- 
tion is a continuous effort and, over the centuries, the Ar- 
menian Church leadership itself has talked about reforma- 
tion of the Armenian Church. Reformed in our case would

1912 - 1977

The Executive Director of the AMAA 


had the opportunity to visit Nazareth” 


during his hospitalization at about a 
month before his death. Funeral Serv- 
ives were held at the United Armenian 
Congregational Church with the Rever- 
end Edward Tovmassian officiating. 
His message is a message to the living: 


“Someone very dear to us has been 
called to his eternal rest. In His wisdom 
and mercy God has redeemed Nazareth 
from all his bodily sufferings and has 
ushered him into His presence, where 
there is no more pain, sickness and 
sorrow. From the darkness of his life 
he has gone to his home of perpetual 
light and sunshine, After the sweet and 
still sleep, he has Coes his eyes to be 

with the Lord. 

a people call this death. I do 
not. The doctor signs a piece of paper 
and states, at such and such an hour 
and day, “‘the heart or the brain stop- 
ped from functioning. ”’ True, but only 
the body has stopped, and there ends 
the doctor’s domain. i 

The Bible and our Christian 
vocabulary have much better ex- 
pressions and descriptions: We say, “‘It 
is going home after a tedious pilgrimage. 
It is the pilgrim arriving at his destina- 
tion. It is the ship of life finally an- 
choring at the harbor after a stormy 
journey on the ocean. ”’ 

Nazareth is in that land now, because 
throughout his life he believed and 
served Jesus Christ. Because he lived 
and died in faith God, the merciful 
Father, will forgive and overlook all 
his other weaknesses. God who took

away his broken body, will give a new 
spiritual body — a body that will not 
have the limitations the body his mother 
gave him. 

Do we really and truly believe this? 
If we do, we should look at death not 
to be a horror, or a tragedy, something 
to be sorry about, but rather a joyful 
celebration of the victory of life over 
death. 

Nazareth, whose memory is with us 
now, was a simple, self-made man, 
who was keenly sensitive and responsive 
to God’s demand on his life. His religion 
was something very personal between 
him and His God. As well as he could, 
and as best as he knew, he served his 
Lord. 

I have been fortunate in knowing 
him for many years. He was born on 
March 6, 1912 in Aintab, Turkey. His 
parents were Artin and Yester (Krajian) 
both pious and devout people. His ear- 
ly life was spent and his basic educa- 
tion Nazarian received in Aleppo, 
Syria. He grew in the atmosphere of 
the Armenian Evangelical Church. A 
portion of his life was spent in Teheran, 
Iran, where he worked with his uncle 
Ardashes in import and export busi- 
ness. 

For the last 30 years, since May, 


1974 he has lived in America. Here he . 


was self-employed and by hard work 
and wise investments in real estate he 
made a comfortable living—sharing his 
financial success in charities he pre- 
ferred. Quietly, and without expecting 
praises in return, he gave out to the 
poor and charitable institutions—some- 
times himself visiting the sick. It was 
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nearly a habit for him on Sundays, 
after attending church, to drive to 
hospitals and convalescent homes to 
visit people’ who had no friends and 
needed companionship. 

The Bible and Bible verses were his 
companions and he fed himself on the 
truths of the Bible. He was an earnest 
believer in Christ, and he could not en- 
dure hypocrisy. 

He was in ill health for several years, 
and carried his cross without much 
complaining. Having been a celibate all 
his life- and alone- his four sisters took 
care of him and his needs, especially 
during the last month of his life when 
he was confined to the hospital as a 
result of a stroke which proved to be 
fatal. Three days after he was confined 
to the hospital, he went into a coma. I 
visited him several times and when J 
held his hand and prayed for him, I 
could sense a faint smile which indicated 
that he was at peace with his Ged. He 
expressed to those who were close by to 
him, that he was ready to go and was 
not particularly anxious to live any 
longer. He passed away early Sunday 
morning March 13, in the Hollywood 
Presbyterian Hospital. ’’ 


Nazareth is survived by four sisters: 
Lisa Missakian; Emilia Churikian; 
Madeleine Salibian; Alice Babikian 
and their families; Lucy and Nuvart 
Nazarians and other relatives.

Benjamin Vartabedian 


BENJAMIN ARMENAG 
VARTABEDIAN 
Sept. 20, 1905 - Feb. 26, 1979 

(Editor’s note: Benjamin A. Varta- 
bedian was a devoted member of the 
Armenian Missionary Association of 
America, held positions as a Board 
Member and was on numerous commit- 
ties of the Association the major one 
being the Managers of Endowment 
Fund. He was the sponsor of the publi- 
cation of the Armenian Evangelical 
Reformation: Causes and Effects by 
G.H. Chopourian. The Executive 
Director was present at the viewing in 
Bridgeport on Thursd:.y March 1 and 
the Funeral Service in Church in Eas- 
ton, Connecticut on Fridav March 2. 
We reproduce below the statement of 
the Rev. S.K. Sulahian, Pastor of Pam 
and Ben of the Armenian Evangelical 
Church of New York). 


Benjamin Armenag Vartabedian was 
born in Sivas, Armenia on September 
20, 1905, in the Christian home of Ar- 
menag and Mariam Vartabedian. The 
Vartabedian family survived the Turkish 
persecutions and migrated to the 
United States when Benjamin was a 
youngster. He lived with his parents in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. and upon graduation 
from school he joined his father in the 
rug business firm known as “‘A. Var- 
tabedian and Son, Inc.’? When his 
father passed away, Benjamin became 
the head of the firm and carried on, He 
took pride in the business name and 
put his knowledge and expertise in rugs 
into the service of his customers. Even 
after he passed the retirement age, you 
could not disconnect him from his at- 
tachment to, and interest in, his rugs, 
Each rug had a separate personality for 
him. As a businessman, he was honest, 
conscientious and too lenient in regard 
to accounts collectable to his own 


disadvantage. He was a knowledgeable 
and respected rug man among his 
colleagues. P 

One word would describe his family 
life best — ‘‘patriarchal.’’ He had af- 
fectionate devotion to his parents. 
Even after their departure, he had such 
great attachment to their memory that 
some people thought it was exception- 
al. He was ‘“‘patriarchal”’ not only in 
his devotion to his parents but also in 
his own relationship to his children. He 
was the ‘father’ and he acted ‘fatherly.’ 
He took this position seriously and ob- 
viously he did a good job, because he 
reared three sons who showed love and 
respect for him to the very end. 

He was a good husband, a good 
provider, and a loving life mate. 

He took his social relationships seri- 
ously. He was one who expressed his 
friendship practically, warmly and 
graciously. He was a generous host, at 
times to the extent of embarrassing his 
guests by not letting them reciprocate. 
He literally practiced the biblical 
saying—‘‘It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.’ He was fortunate in 
having a wife who, besides her other 
virtues and qualities that endeared her 
to her husband, shared his generous 
hospitality and gracious entertaining. 
The Vartabedian home was always 
open to friends in the same way that 
the tents of biblical patriarchs were 
open to all. 

Benjamin was an active member of 
various organizations. His affiliation 
with them was not a mere formality or 
a craving for social standing. He put 
his heart and soul into any task he 
assumed. He held many important 
positions in the Armenian Evangelical 
Church of New York and the Ar- 
menian Missionary Assn. of America, 
to mention only two. Besides his own 
church, he showed practical concern in 
the churches of his neighborhood. He 
spoke about the Armenian Church of 
the Holy Ascension of Trumbull, Ct. 
with affection. He enjoyed attending 
the Jesse Lee United Methodist Church 
of Easton, and made friends with its 
pastor, the Rev. Walter H. Everett and 
many of the members of the congrega- 
tion. The way Benjamin and Pam Var- 
tabedian had fellowship with the 
people of this church and this neigh- 
borhood, you would think that they 
had lived here all their lives. 

In his personal life and in all his 
dealings with his family, relatives and 
friends, Benjamin manifested his faith 
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in God, his conviction in Christian 
principles and his inner assurance of 
life everlasting. ‘ 

All through his life, and especially 
during the last few years when health 
problems multiplied and he was under 
medical care at home or hospitals, his 
wife Pam, and the children—Richard 
and his wife Ann, Michael and his wife 
Betty, the youngest son Daniel, and the 
four grandchildren have all revealed an 
exemplary devotion to him and sought 
the very best medical care any one can 
possibly have. This, too, perhaps, is 
one more proof of the patriarchal vir- 
tues he had within himself, which he 
also instilled in his children. 

There is a phrase running through 
the books of I and II Kings and II 
Chronicles in the Old Testament, con- 
cluding the biographical statements of 
various biblical personalities, which 
says—‘‘and he slept with his fathers.”’ 
I can’t think of a more appropriate 
epitaph for Benjamin than ‘‘He slept 
with his fathers.’? He was attached to 
his parents in life and according to his 
wishes, his remains will be placed next 
to theirs, where he can sleep with his 
fathers. 

And now, just a few remarks as to 
why I chose Romans 8:28-31 as the 
scripture passage for our brief medita- 
tion this morning. The issue discussed 
in this chapter is whether or not it is 
possible to be separated from the love 
of Christ. Real love, agape, human and 
especially divine, is what gives meaning 
and value to life. We are alive when we 
are in a relationship of love; when we 
are loving and being loved. The great- 
est disturbing factor in physical death 
is the fear that such a relationship of 
love can be ended. When we lose a dear 
one, we are afraid that this experience 
of mutual love is discontinued. 

St. Paul challenges this idea. His 
words have deep significance for us all. 
Originally this passage refers to the 
persecutions that the early Christians 
experienced because of their faithful- 
ness to the Christian convictions. Paul 
asks, ‘‘Who (or what) can separate us 
from the love of Christ.?’’. The answer 
is—Nothing. 

We Armenians were threatened by 
the mighty Persian Empire in the mid- 
dle of the fifth century A.D. to deny 
Our Christian faith and accept the 
Zoroastrian paganism. We endured the 
persecution, we were martyred, but we 
remained faithful to our Lord. 
Nothing could separate us from the 


love of Christ. The Persian Zoroastrians 
who threatened us to change our 
religion and accept Zoroastrianism, 
forsook their own Zoroastrianism and 
accepted Mohammedanism under pres- 
sure, but the Armenian Christians 
remained inseparable from the love of 
Christ. 

In 1914 and during the years follow- 
ing, the Turkish government annihilat- 
ed a million and a half Christian Ar- 
menians because they refused to accept 
Mohammedanism instead of Christiani- 
ty. But the Armenians stood firm in the 
love of Christ. 

In less spectacular ways and in more 
routine manners, our faithfulness to 
Christ and our being rooted in His 
love, is often tested. One severe test Is 
when we lose a dear one. We cry from 
the depth of our hearts,—why? We 
begin to have second thoughts about 
God’s love. Paul says—‘‘Who shall 
separate us from the love of Christ?” 
And the answer is—No one and nothing 
whatsoever! 

Our brother Benjamin has gone to 
sleep with his fathers. He still loves us. 
We still love him. He loves God, and 
God loves him. In love there is no 
separation. The day will come when we 
shall all gather at our Heavenly Father S 
“Many mansions”’ and ‘‘God will wipe 
away every tear from (our) eyes, and 
death shall be no more’’, and we shall 
be ‘‘lost in wonder, love and praise.”’ 

The AMAA Board and Dr. Chopour- 
jan join all others to thank God for the 
life and memory of our brother. We 
extend our love and sympathy to his 
wife, children, relatives and friends. 
We rejoice in the assurance of life ever- 
lasting through our Lord Jesus Christ 
to whom be honor and glory for ever 


and ever. 


OSCAR H. BANKER 
SUCCESSFUL INVENTOR 

Armenian-born Assadoor Sarafian 
(Oscar H. Banker) of Moonjooson, 
Turkey, One of the world’s foremost 
inventors and a Clevelander since 1960, 
passed away on January 2, 1979. Born 
in 1895, Oscar arrived in America in 
1913, but not so his mother, grand- 
mother, brother, sister, and mother-in- 
law who were victims of the Turkish 
atrocities of Armenians in 1915, 

Oscar, a strong supporter of the 
A.M.A.A.’s Child Education Sponsor- 
ship Program, made important con- 
tributions to American life also which 


are listed in a recognition award given 
by the Inventors and Engineers group: 


“FOR Outstanding brilliance and talent 
as Inventor, Engineer, and Patent 
Holder for more than fifty-four 
years—bringing the introduction 
of many inventions beneficial 
to the advancement of the Auto- 
motive Industry—world-wide. 

FOR Designing and building the Auto- 
matic Transmission first used on 
a 1928 Model Ambassador. 

FOR The many contributions during 
the war years; especially, the in- 
troduction of the improved drive 
gears and free-wheeling clutches 
in helicopters—still in use today. 

FOR Continuous interest—to present 
date—in improvements and in- 
ventions for the advancement 
of modern-day facilities for 
mankind.’’ 


Oscar was also the: 
...Inventor of the first practical nee- 
dleless inoculation gun in 1967. 

...Owner of 300 patents in a wide 

variety of fields. 

Unfortunately, his manuscript, 
WARS AND TRAUMAS OF THE 
BASEMENT INVENTOR, is still un- 
published and it is hoped that someone 
will finance the manuscript and make 
its story known. Both his creativity and 
tenacity is illustrated by the following 
story: 

“‘When I acquired a car in 1919, I had 
to struggle with gear shifting and won- 
dered why the process couldn’t be sim- 
plified. 

“T built the first model of an auto- 
matic transmission in 1927 and had it 
installed in a 1928 Nash. This model 
had a foot clutch but no gear shift. It 
started in low, at 10 MPH went into 
2nd, and at 25 MPH it went to high. 
When the car was slowed down to 15 
MPH, it went into 2nd, and at 5 MPH 
into low. I drove this car over 50,000 
miles and demonstrated it to the auto 
industry. 

“In November of 1928 officials of 
one of the big automobile manufactur- 
ers drove this car. They were partially 
pleased and mostly surprised, that an 
unknown individual who was not even 
employed in the auto industry, would 
come along to show them such a device, 
However, he could not sell the industry 
on the idea. They thought it was too 
automatic and the driver would have 
no control over it. They wanted a unit 
that the driver could have control on 
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Oscar H. Banker 


all the speeds. So I went back to work 
again and built a second model, with a 
new financial backer. 

“The first model had been built by a 
group of ten people forming a syndi- 
cate, which went broke in 1929. I per- 
suaded a friend to buy out the syndi- 
cate and carry on. The next model had 
no clutch pedal or gear shift lever and 
had many new features. After placing 
the control lever in forward position, 
you simply pressed the gas pedal. The 
car started smoothly in low gear and 
remained in low gear as long as you 
held down the gas pedal; however, af- 
ter 5 MPH speed if you decided to 
move up to second, you released the 
gas pedal and it shifted to second. In 
the same way you could remain in 
second up to full engine RPM if you 
wanted to. But any time after 15 MPH 
by reducing the gas, it shifted to high 
gear. This action removed all criticisms 
of the experts of the time. 


“‘The automotive industry now be- 
gan to be interested on the subject, but 
each company started its own version. 
One company came out in 1935 with a 
two speed combination, another with 
the same type of transmission in 1937. 
Finally in 1940, one of the large auto- 
mobile manufacturers (you know 
who!) came out with Hydramatic. This 
was actually the beginning of the auto- 
Matic transmission era. Therefore, the 
time it took to break the resistance to 
the now generally accepted automatic 
transmission was from November, 
1928 to 1940, which is twelve years.”’ 


Mr. Banker’s gentle and loving side 
came alive with his support of the 
AMAA’s Child Education -Sponsor- 
ship of elementary and Istanbul Youth 


Home children from 1957 to 1979 - a 
22 year investment in Armenian youth, 
most of whom have moved on in life to 
great positions and hopefully one of 
whom will walk in the steps of Oscar 


Banker as an inventor.

ARAXIE MIKAYELIAN 
1902 - 1979 

Araxie Mikayelian, nee Mairaraxie 
Poosikian, was born on March 18, 
1902 in the city of Van, Armenia. Her 
Parents were Anna (Kochoian) and 
Balthazar Poosikian. 

Araxie went to and was graduated 
from the Primary School in Van run by 
the American Missionaries. Among her 
teachers were the Reverends Nushan 
Hachian and the late Arsen Goergizian. 

Araxie and her mother were in 
Avantz where they had an apricot or- 
chard and vineyard when the Ar- 
menian Genocide started in April 1915. 
They -were ousted from their land and 
started on a trek, suffering unspeakable 
hardships and deprivation. Araxie and 
her mother arrived in Igdir and after a 
short stay went on to Etchmiadzin and 
thence to Tiflis. 

With her mother, Araxie emigrated 
to the U.S. in October 1920 via Con- 
stantinople, travelling on an Armenian 
passport. 

She married Mardiros Mikayelian on 
June 10, 1921 taking up residence in 
Union City; N.J. In 1931 she moved to 
the Yorkville section of Manhattan in 
New York City. In 1961 she moved to 
Tappan, N.Y. where she resided until 
her death. ; 

Araxie Mikayelian is survived by a 
daughter, Mary,Aw and: two. sons Ar- 
shag (Arthury’ and Herach (Richard). 
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In memory of her beloved mother 
Miss Mary A. has made a generous 
contribution to the AMAA for aid to 
the Aged and Blind.

1885 - 1979

Mrs. Albarian was a faithful contri- 
butor to the AMAA and had established 
a Fund at the time of her husband’s 
death the annual income from which 
has been distributed towards the 
education of Armenian youth.

ANNIVERSARY CAMPAIGN 


Mr. and Mrs, Augur*”.. and Vergine Badeer have written 
to say they were now willing to have their names revealed for 
the pledge they made anonymously a year ago on the occa- 
sion of the Sixtieth Anniversary Campaign. 

The Badeers are an unusual couple who have labored for 
Armenian Evangelical causes and for Armenians in 
Lebanon for many, many years, The couple were origina- 
tors of the idea of having a large youth camp in the foothills 
of Beirut, They labored intensely and set up a beautiful 
summer camp where adults and children received nourish- 
ment in body and soul. The Center is known as KCHAG 

neagan Chanitz Amarnayin Getron). 

Mr. Badeer for many years was the axiministrative direc- 
tor of the Christian Medical Center Hospital in Beirut. The 
CMC Hospital was conceived and planned by Mr. Badeer 
along with Doctors Puzant Krikorian and Peter Manoogian 
as a (rue venture of faith; they established a hospital run 
with a spirit of service, based on Christian principles, to 
manifest an internal spiritual aim. Built in 1948, and serving 
in reduced programs up to today, the CMC Hospital became 
a testimony to a Christian experience and gave flesh to the 
love that filled the hearts of dedicated people. It was built to 
materialize the dedication and love of Christian doctors. 
The Hospital also operated a School of Nursing and during 
these years the number of graduate nurses totaled 123. Un- 
fortunately, in 1977, Mr. Badecr and his associates were led 
to the decision to close the Center amd hoped that God 
would raise others to pick up the job. In the words of Mr. 
Badeer: ‘‘As we were advancing in age we tried our best to 
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Mr, & Mrs. Augustine and Vergine Badeer of Lebanon, 


find some new owners for the continuation of the hospital. 
We left no possibility untapped, but sorry to say all our ef- 
forts proved fruitless, We were and still are praying and are 
very desirous of seeing this institution continue as a Christian 
witness, and a center for medical service, So far God has not 
shown us the way clearly,"” 

Mr. and Mrs. Badecr gave leadership to the Christian En- 
deavor Union in the Near East, assisted in children’s camps 
where youngsters of ages 8 to 18 were provided with physical, 
moral, spiritual and nutritional training. 

With this large gift from their estate, the Badeers have as- 
sured the continuity of their dreams for Armenians and the 
Armenian Evangelical world. 

We salute them!
